THE APARTMENTS. 

Through the first floor of the Johnson an- 
nex runs a large hallway which connects the 
hotel proper with the annex. To tue right 
of this hall is a large room whichis to be 
temporarily used by Gen. Harrison and Sec- 
retary Haiford as.a private office. On the 
second story there are five rooms to be used 
by the Presidential party, the salon, smok- 
ing and dining rooms, and two connecting 
rooms which are magnificently fitted up for 
Gen. and Mrs. Harrison as sleeping apart- 
ments. 


An hour after the Presidential party had 


arriyed at the hotel a baggage wagon drove 
up containing numerous pieces of baggage. 
Among them was the famous valise present- 
ed to Gen. Harrison by the Commercial 
Traveling Men’s Republican League of Chi- 
cago. While this valise lay on the stone walk 
for a few moments it was eagerly examined 
by a number of persons standing near. 

President Cleveland sent Col. Pruden asa 
messenger to convey the usual courtesies to 
the President-elect at the Arlington‘ this 
evening. President Cleveland’s message 
contained an invitation to the General and 
Mrs. Harrison to visitthe White House. Mr. 
Halford, when asked at what time the Gen- 
eral and his wife would call on Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland, replied that it was not definitely 
settled as yet, but they would doubtless 
pay their respects to the present incumbent 
of the White House some time during tomor- 
row afternoon. Gen. Harrison’s door facing 
the main hall was guarded tonight by one of 
the watchmen of the White House. This 
watch will be continued during the Presi- 
dent-elect’s stay at the Arlington.

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CLARKE SHOT BY A THIEF. 


IMPORTANT EVIDENCE UNEARTHED 
BY “TRIBUNE” REPORTERS. 


Mrs. Estelle Savage Was in Front of the 
Drug Store at 10:45 Thursday Night and 
Saw Three Suspicious Looking Men 
Hanging About the Piace—How Cowlin 
Was Misled—Le Vin's and Mapes’ Stories 
Fully Corroborated—Some Points for the 
Police. 


TRIBUNE reporters who have been working 
on the Clarke murder mystery succeeded in 
unearthing some important facts yesterday 
which throw an entirely new light on the 
affair. The police have held from the first 
that Mrs. Smith and her husband were some- 
how implicated in the crime. But the testi- 
mony of a single witness discovered yester- 
day will cause the theory of the police to 
tumble like a house of cards, and it is not at 
all unlikely that both Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
will be set at liberty by the Coroner’s jury, 
which will meet today. 

Since the arrest of Smith and his wife 
Capt. O'Donnell has insisted that Mrs. 
Nettie Smith was at Clarke’s drug store 
the night of the murder at 10:30 o’clock. 
The Captain’s belief was strengthened 
by the fact that Frank Cowlin 
of No. 301 Hermitage avenue identified Mrs. 
Smith as the woman he saw walking up and 
dowr. the sidewalk past the store and peep- 
ing inside at 10:30 p. m. 

Tun TRIBUNE reporters are in a position to 
state with as much assurance as Mr. Cowlin 
himself that the woman seen by that gentle- 
man in front of the store was not Mrs. Smith. 
Tue TRIBUNE’S authority for so stating comes 
from the lady herself. The woman who stood 
Thursday night in front of Clarke’s drug 
store between 10:30 p. m. and 10:45 was Mrs. 
Estelle Savage, the soprano singer of the 
United Presbyterian Church. She was 
dressed exactly as Cowlin described—with 
flat fur cap, plush sack, and muff. Her com- 
plexion is light, but she is of just about the 
build and stature of Mrs. Smith—tall, well 
developed, and vivacious. It is easy to see 
how, after dark and at a distance, notwith- 
standing her light hair, she could be taken 
for Mrs. Smith. 


AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW. 

“How did jou learn that I was at the cor- 
ner of Harrison street and Hermitage avenue 
Thursday night“ was her first interrogatory 
to a TRIBUNE reporter who called on her yes- 
terday. She was exceedingly surprised. 

“The tricks of the trade, answered the 
reporter. And then she gave the foliowing 
interesting statement: 

„Thursday night I sang at Dr. Malloy's 
church, corner of Monroe and Paulina streets. 
There was a church sociable, which lasted 
till some time past 10 o’clock. At 10:25 the 
Misses Remick of No. 2291¢ West Van Buren 
street and myself started togohome. We 
walked together slowly on Paulina south to 
Harrison street. They left me there, ana, 
as it was dark, I thought I'd walk to the next 
block—Hermitage avenue—and wait there 
for my car. 

“IT don’t know how longI waited, but it 
was certainly along time. I walked back 
and forth several times past the store, 
looked through the windows several times, 
and that is evidently what Mr. Cowlin no- 
ticed. I should have gone inside, but I 
didn’t know Mr. Clarke. I can conceive 
quite well how my walking back and forth 
and my peeping through the windows would 
attract attention and suspicion after what 
has happened.“ 

„Did you see Clarke inside?“ 

„Ves; he was sitting near the stove fa- 
cing the door and rightin the passage way 
between the counter and the prescription 
case. [This is where Clarke was killed. 
He was reading a newspaper, and during 
the ten minutes I walked back and forth he 
never looked up once. If there 
had been anybody in the rear room 
he surely would have spoken. At 
last my car came, meeting the other return- 
ing from the city. Three young men got off 
and they went into the store, but came outa 
moment later and I think went up-stairs.’’ 

Mrs. Savage is right at this point, the 
three young men she refers to are the Le 
Vin boys and young Willie Stonehouse, who 
were just returning from the electric exhibi- 
tion. 

took my car and left,” she concluded, 
**and surely I couldn’t have gone two blocks 
before that poor man was shot.“ 

A WELL SUSTAINED TH#ORY OF ROBBERY. 

Clarke was shot almost instantly after 
the Le Vins and their friend had come up- 
stairs. But the most interesting part of 
Mrs. Savage’s narrative, that which sets the 
murder in an altogether novel light, is still 
to come. 

“Did you notice anybody on the street just 
before taxing your car!“ 

“Yes, I did. On the opposite side there 
were three or four men. One wore a slouch 
hat and anotherafurcap. Atone time they 
crossed over to my side, and one went in me 
store. They were talking earnestly. I heard 
this said: Is he going to stay in there all 
night?’ ” 

This, it will be seen, shatters completely 
Capt. O’Donnell’s theory of a woman in the 
case, and renders both Le Vin’s and Mapes’ 
statements relative to the three men seen 
running south on Hermitage avenue im- 
mediately after the shooting of the utmost 
importance in the light of these recent facts. 

The motive of the murder is no longer 


jealousy on the part of some man or woman, 


but robbery. Clarke, it is known, had con- 
siderable money on his person, and there 
was some also in the drawer, These three 
men may have been waiting for their oppor- 
tunity. The moment Mrs. Savage boarded 
her car the street became absolutely de- 
serted. What more natural than that 
two of the men go in the store 
and order Clarke to throw up his 
hands. Clarke is startied, but shows fight. 
He is but a step from his prescription case, 
where he has his revolver. He makes a 
move towardsit and as he bends over to 
snatch the gun one of the burglars draws 
his own out and fires.. The man falls and, 
frightened at the result, the men hastily de- 
part without attempting any robbery. In- 
deed, assistance came so promptly that it is a 
wonder the murderers ever had a chance to 
escape.

TREASURER’S OFFICE IS GONE, 


dis- The Books Show a Shortage of $5,800 In 


the Cash Account and $700 in the 
Coupon Accoynt, a Total of $6, 500— 
Specalation Supposed to Have Caused 
His Downfall—An Honorable Record of 
Ten Years in the Treasurer's Office 
Broken—His Bondsmen Responsible. 


Jacob E. Goodman, until last Saturday 
evening cashier of the Cook County Treas- 
urer’s office, has in all probability joined the 
American exiles in Canada, and his bonds- 
men, William T. Johnson and Jesse M. 
Allen, both ex-County Treasurers, will have 
to make good some $6,500 of the people’s 
money which Mr. Goodman has stolen. Mr. 
Goodman’s friends will no doubt have it that 
he is short in his accounts and ail that, but 
the fact is that he has taken $6,500 of the 
county funds, and has either spent it or 
otherwise misappliea it, or is now enjoying it 
in Canada. 

The defalcation was discovered Monday 
forencon by Assistant Treasurer Ham aad 
Chief Bookkeeper Burcky of Col. Davis’ 
staff. Mr. Burcky was greatly annoyed at 
the discovery. Goodman owes him $1,000, se- 
cured by a chattel mortgage on furniture 
which seems hardly worth 8400. 

Mr. Goodman did not appear at the office at 
the usual hour Monday miorning. He had 
the combination to the safe in which the 
cash bala@fices of the County Treasury are 
kept. Mr. Ham sent to Goodman’s house to 
inquire the cause of his absence. Mrs. 
Goodman returned word that her husband 
was called out of town late Saturday even- 
ing and had not since come home. Mr. Ham 
immediately suspected that all was not right. 
He called on Mr. Burcky to open the safe, 
count the cash, and com the amount 
with the books. The result of the investiga- 
tion was the discovery that Goodman had 
made off with $5,800. An examination of the 
coupon account showed a further shortage 
of $700, making the total defalcation 
so far as found 86,500. It may be, 
however, that Goodman received some 
moneys from taxpayers for which 
he gave receipts but of which he has made 
no record. His stealings may, therefore, ex- 
ceed the amount above named. There are 
not many vayments of taxes nowadays, 
though, and the impression of his superiors 
and fellow clerksis that in any case tne 
shortage will not exceed $7,000. 

HOW MRS. GOODMAN HBARD OF IT. 

Goodman professes not to have known 
the reason for her husband’s hasty depart- 
ure Saturday evening until late Monday 
afternoon, when she discovered in some out 
of the way corner a note which he 
had addressed to ber. In this 
note Goodman tells his wife that 
he is short in his accounts, not saying 
to what extent; that he is worried over his 
indebtedness to Burcky, the bookkeeper in 
the Treasurer’s office, who holds his note, 
now approaching maturity, for $1,000. He at- 
tributes his misfortunes to speculation— 
the old trouble,“ as he calls it—and winds 
up with expressions of love ana affection for 
his wife. 

Mrs. Goodman was not at home when her 
husband skipped. She was ata party. She 
begged him to accompany her, but he pleaded 
fatigue. He said he wanted to read and rest. 
He urgea her to go without him. She went. 
When she returned he was not in the house. 
This did not greatly alarm her, as he was in 
the habit of taking nocturnal rambles. She 
did not worry over his absence until along 
Sunday morning. She was thoroughly 
alarmed all day Sunday and Monday morn- 
ing. Until she found the note her husband 
left she did not suspect the cause of his de- 
parture. 

The absconding cashier has been in the 
City Treasurer’s office in various positions 
for ten years or more. He served under 
Jonnsoa, was continued under Seipp, and 
was retained by Col. Davis on the recom- 
mendation of ex-Treasurer Johnson. The 
latter, as intimated above, was a warm friend 
of his, and, witu Mr. Jesse M. Allen, was on 
Goodman’s bond for $20,000. Goodman isa 
native American of excellent family. He 
came here from Decatur, III., where his rela- 
tives are prominent in business and social 
circles. He has been married but three or 
four years. His wife is an amiable and well- 
bred lady, who has the warmest sympathy of 
a host of friends in her present trouble. 
They lived at No. 2212 Michigan avenue, in a 
three-story brick house. Goodman’s ssiary 
was $2,000 a year. The couple lived frugally 
but respectably, renting out furnished rooms 
so as to save the rental of those occupied by 
themselves. 

The ex-cashier is rather good looking, 
about five feet ten inches tall, straight, dark- 
eyed, with a slight tendency to stoutness, 
and about 36 or 38 years of age.

GOV. LARRABEE’S ACQUITTAL. 


The Jury at Last Brings in a Verdict of Not 
Guilty, 

Des Mornes, Ia., Feb. 26.—[Special.|—The 
jury, after sitting upon Gov. Larrabee’s case 
for nearly twenty hours, had its vision 
cleared by new instructions trom the court 
this morning, and after a little more 
reflection came and reported 
„not guilty.” The jury went out at 
2:45. yesterday afternoon. They were ex- 
pected back from hour to hour during the 
afternoon and evening, but came not. The 
Judge waited until about balf-past 10 o’clock 
and then went home to bed, leaving instruc- 
tions that if they reached an agreement during 


| the night they could leave a sealed verdict 


with the bailiff. Today when court convened 
the jury was sent for, and announced that 
they were unable to agree. Judge Conrad 
then gave them some further instruc- 
tions. They stated in language unmistaka- 
ble that the Governor had the right to 
make public the papers. on file in his 
Office affecting a pardon case as these did. 
Furthermore, that in order to establish libel 
under the indictment the prosecution must 
have shown wiliful malice on the part of the 
Governor in circulating the statements al- 
leged for the purpose of provoking Mrs. 
Turney to wrathor exposing her to public 
hatred, contempt, or ridicule. 

With this clear understanding of the case 
it dia not take long for the jury to reach a 
conclusion. The jury at precisely 11:05 filed 
into the court-room ana after the usual for- 
malities rendered a verdict of not §guilty. 

There was a ciapping of hands, which the 


-court promptly suppressed, and then the 


crowd filed outof the room. Neither Mrs. 
Turney nor Mrs. Gillette was present when 
the verdict was announced, Consequently 
the dramatic and emotional features which 
some had anticipated were wanting. 

The Governor was in his office at the State- 
House when the telephone announced his ac- 
quittal He seemed greatly relieved and 
somewhat surprised, for he rather expected 
that the jury would disagree. All the rest 
of the day the Governor was busy receiving 
congratulations from his friends. He starts 
for Washington tonight to attend the inau- 
guration, although after the jury had been out 
a few hours and a disagreement and a new 
trial seemed inevitable he had abandoned his 
intention of making the trip.

CAPTURED OPIUM SOLD AT DETROIT. 


Thirteen Hundred cases Disposed Of at 
Auction by Federal Ufficers, 

Drrnorr, Mich., Feb, 26.—[Special.]—Five 
Chinamen ambied into the United States 
Marshal's office at noon today and gathered 
around two small packing boxes. The boxes 
contained 1,300 small brassy looking cases 
about four inches long by two and a half 
broad. Each box was covered with Chi- 
nese hieroglyphics, and each contained 
a trifie less than a pound of opium for smok- 
ing. These cases have had a rather eventful 
history. They came all the way from Vic- 
toria, B. C., arrived in Sarnia last Au- 
gust, and were seen there by a vigi- 
lant United States officer from Port Hu- 
ron. He marked several of the cases 
with a private mark and then kept his eyes 
upon them. One night they disa . 
For some time the officer was in the dark. 
At last he obtained a clew, took other 
officers with him, and traveled to Sand 
Beach, Mich. 

Acting upon information they repaired to 
adark woods near Sand Beach and there 
metaman on horseback. As soon as the 
horseman saw the officers he fired at 
them with a revolver and then gal- 
lo away. After a short search the 
officers came upon two boxes contain- 
ing a great. many cases of opium. The 
private marks upon some of these showed 
that they were the identical boxes seen in 
Sarnia a few weeks previous. Of course 
they had paid no duty. The horseman who 
had done the firing was named Durant. The 
officers suppose Durant removed 
the opium from Sarnia, carried it 
across the lake in a smell schooner, and con- 
cealed it in the woods. The cases, 1,300 of 
them in all, were brought to Detroi 
NI and advertised for sale today. 

P. Scott of Portland, Ore., bought the 
1,800 packages of seized opium at the 
public sale for $3.65 per pack of 
a half pound each. He obtain the 
stuff in the face of a syndicate of 
wealthy Chinamen, any one of whom couid 
give a check for nearly a million. Their 
names were Hi vu and Moy Chew of Chi- 
cago; Lee Pond of Mott street, New York 
City; and Chew Chung of New Orleans. 
They all are Chinese wholesale merchants, 
but stopped biddi when $3 per can was 
reached. The total value was $5,745.

WEED OF THE SOUTHERN POLICY. 

The action of the Senate caucus yesterday 
indicates the necessity of an extra session. 
The resolution for the investigation of 
Southern National elecuon frauds and the 
movement to supply a remedy which snall 
stop them in the future are not to be allowed 
to rest to suit the convenience of Southern 
Congressmen who owe to these frauds their 
seats in this Congress and the next. They 
are to be confronted with the frauds prompt 
ly and sbarply, and there is to be no stop 
until at least the effort is made to see 
whether a National election can be conducted 
honestly in the cotton States. 

The resolution covering the ground should 
be passed at once, as it wili involve one of 
the most important matters to be settied by 
the incoming Administrauon. Under such 
circumstances it would be folly and a need- 
less waste of time to wait until the regular 
session in December before beginning the 
investigation under the bill. It is legislation 
which requires urgency. There is no other 
business to come before Congress which can- 
not better wait than this, and the Republican 
party would be false to its policy and its 
principles if it did not expedite the measure 
and set it in practical operation at the earli- 
est possible moment. 

The Southern policy upon which the caucus 
has determined will not interfere with State 
rights in any section of the South, nor will 
it trench in any way upon the most radical 
interpretation of home rule. The cotton 
States will go on electing their State, coun- 
ty. municipal, and town tickets witnout Fed- 
eral interference or dictation. Whatever 
local frauds they may commit or whatever 
outrages they may perpetrate Congress is 
powerless to interfere. The responsibility 
must rest upon them, and the only hope 
Northern men caa feel is that some day there 
may be an awakening sense of fair play and 
common honesty and justice in that section 
which will concede local political rights and 
give every voter the right to vote and have 
his vote counted. It is the rights of the whole 
people of the country in the results of Na- 
tional elections that the Republican party is 
determined to enforce and protect if it can 
be done. If it cannot the reproach will not 
rest upon the Administration that it has not 
done its duty. Gen. Harrison himself in his 
speech at Detroit a year ago clearly stated 
the basis of the proposed action in the sub- 
joined extract: 


We ask nothing more of the South than that 
they shail cease to use this recovered citizenship 
which they had forfeited by rebellion to oppress 
and disfranchise those who equally with them- 
selves under the Constitution are entitled 2 
vote—that, nothing more. The truth today is 
that the colored — 1 — vote ot the South.

Gen. Harrison sounds the bugle blast when 
he asks, “Have we the spirit to insist that 
everywheré, North and South, in this coun- 
try of ours, no man shall be deprived of his 
ballot by reason of his politics?’ The South 
may as well understand that this resoluuon 
has come to stay, and that while there will 
be no interference with home rule or local 
politics the Administration will not halt until 
every effort has been exhausted to secure 
every voter in his legal rights at Presidential 
and Congressional elections, which are not 
affairs of State but of the United States. 
The bulldozing, mobbing, murdering, and 
lynching of voters, the wholesale stuffing of 
ballot-boxes, the dishonest counting out, the 
murder of candiaates who dare to contest for 
the seats that belong to them, the stealing of 
seats that belong to Republican districts, the 
suppression of the will of the majority must 
and shall be stopped, and every voter shall 
have the same right to vote and have his 
vote counted in the South that every voter 
nas in the North. There is no business to 
come before the Fifty-first Congress which 
cannot wait until this is settled, and there is 
no way of reaching it promptly except by an 
extra sessidn. It is too serious an affair to 
wait nearly a year. 


EXIT PERJURED PIGOTT! 

Pigott, the Irish informer and perjurer on 
whose manufactured charges the London 
Times based its infamous accusations against 
Mr. Parnell and his parliamentary colleagues, 
has confessed his forgeries and fied. This is 
the sensational statement made before the 
Investigating Commission yesterday by Sir 
Charles Russell. It was confirmed in part by 
the counsel for the Times, Attorney General 
Webster stating that Pigott had appeared 
before Soames and Shannon, the ume at- 
torneys, and had made a statement that he and 
an Irish adventurer named Casey, residing 
in Paris, bad concocted most of the letters. 
In his statement before these attorneys, 
however, he still claimed that some of the 
Egan letters were genuine. In tue fuller con- 
fession made the preceding day, in the pres- 
ence of Labouchére and Augustus 
Sala, the noted journalist, acknow!l- 
edged that all the letters attributed by the 
Times to Parnell, Dillon, Davitt, Egan, and 
O’Kelly were forged by him. This is, of 
course, the truth. 

But the confession of forgery or squealing 
on himself was not the only startling sur- 
prise of the day. When the court called on 
Pigott as a witness there was no response. 
He had “bolted,” as Mr. Davitt expressed it,

THE WOMAN IN LARRABEE’S CASE. 

“Dux foemina facti’’—a woman was the 
leader in the deed. Such seems to be the ex- 
planation of the extraordinary proceeding by 
which Gov. Larrabee of Iowa was subjected 
to a prosecution for criminal libel and nar- 
rowly escaped being found guilty. After 
hanging in disagreement for over twenty- 
four hours the jury at last, with every sign 
of reluctance, consented to find a verdict of 
not guilty ana dismiss the Chief Magistrate 
of the State from the dock. For twenty-four 
hours some of the jurors struggied against 
the instructions of the court and in opposi- 
tion to the plain law of the case to find some 
way of declaring the Governor guilty. On 
the theory that he had heedlessly permitted 
the publication of matter affecting the repu- 
tation of a woman, the sentimental jurors 
were determined, if possible, to have a 
whack at the Governor, notwithstanding the 
privileges and immunities that hedge in his 
Official position. 

Mrs. Turney, the mother of the convict 
whose vardon was sought from the Governor, 
did not herself cause this great commo- 
mon in Iowa. She was the victim of the 
alleged libelous accusation. But a younger, 
a fairer, and smarter woman performed the 
part of “avenger.’’ To the wife of ex-Von- 
gressman Gillette of Iowa belongs the dis- 
tinction of being the first female who in the 
name of another injurea female ever bronght 
a Chief Magistrate of a State into the dock 
of a criminal court. Months ago Mrs. Gil- 
lette became the champion of Mrs. Turney 
and labored with alla woman’s ardor to get 
young Turney released from the penitentiary 
and restored to liberty. A man less deter- 
mined than Larrabee would certainly have 
yielded to the moving eloquence of charming 
Mrs. Gillette. She is the Lady Randolph 
Churchill” of Iowa. When her husband 
ran for Congress on the Greenback 
ticket several years ago she went with 
him on the stump and, as many be- 
lieved, secured him more votes than 
Weaver's strongest argument. She almost 
disarmed that Republican hard hitter but 
ever gallant man, Ret’’ Clarkson. If any- 
thing could have atoned in Clarkson’s eyes 
for Gillette’s greenback doctrine it would 
have been the advocacy of fiatism by the 
soft money candidate’s accomplished wife. 
Mrs. Gillette, when she entered into the 
Turney pardon case, surrendered herself to 
Cicero’s rule of eloquence—to make others 
feel she was first moved herself to tears. 
She urged the young man’s pardon with all 
the force of deep feeling and stirring elo- 
quence. Yet Larrabee was obdurate. The 
storm of public feeling excited was so great 
that the Governor felt he must defend him- 
self and cause the public to know the case 
had another side than that presented by 
Mrs. Gillette. Accordingly he caused copies 
of the papers on file in his office to be pub- 
lished, and in one of them was the alleged 
‘libelous statement as to Mrs. Turney. 
Mrs. Gillette Surned in an instant 
from a suppliant to an avenger. She 
went to the grand jury and demanded 
the inaictment of the Goverror for criminal 
libel. The court instructed the grand jury 
that the communication made by the Gov- 
ernor was privileged and he could not 
properly be indicted. Yet the grand jury, 
overwhelmed by Mrs. Gillette and her stir- 
ring eloquence, went against the law and 
the charge of the court and indicted the Gov- 
ernor. Mrs: Gillette appeared again before 
the trial jury and with almost equal success. 
The court again instructed the jury that the 
matter published was privileged in law and 
the Governor could not be punished, and yet 
the jury remained hung for twenty-four 
hours trying to see if there was not some 
way they could take a whack at the Chief 
Magistrate of the State in response to the 
moving plea of Mrs. Gillette. With every 
evidence of dissatisfaction they gave it up at 
last and declared the Governor not guilty. 
What havoc may not gifted feminine advo- 
cates make with juries and their verdicts? 


WARD COMMITTEEMEN. 

Why is the position of ward committeeman 
so eagerly sought after in Chicago? Why is 
it considered of more importance than the 
place of National commuitteeman? His duties 
do not take long to perform and bis labors 
are not great. He draws no pay directly for 
his services. All he has to do is to decide 
when primaries and conventions shal! be 
held, and where, and also to select the judges 
and clerks for the primary in his ward. The- 
oretically he chooses good men, who receive 
the votes of their party associates, count 
them honestly, and announce the result 
fairly; but if the committeeman appointed 
judges and clerks who did this the place he 
holds would be of no special value, and he 
could not as he now does demand an office 
from that party man who is his liege lord. 

Senator Crawford, who is opposing the Le- 
man Primary Reform bill, knows nothing of 
practical politics ia Chicago. He has seen 
only the ſayllie purity and virtue which dis- 
tinguish primaries held in rural Hyde Park, 
where all the politicians are honest and all 
the primaries are pure. Heis unaware of 
the way things are managed here, where it 
is understood to be the duty of the commit- 
teeman to appoint judges and clerks who, 
notwithstanding whatthe votes cast may 
show, shall return as elected the candidates 
or delegates whdm he has previously been in- 
structed to put through. Senator Crawford has 
never heard of Chicago politicians ho borrow 
from some friend in the other Party a score 
of Republicans or Democrats, as the case 
may be, and cart them around from primary 
to primary to nullify with their purchased 
votes the ballots of legitimate voters. He 
has never heard of judges who threw away 
ballots and falsified returns so that the ma- 
chine candidates might have a bogus major- 
ity. Itisowmg to his ignorance ot these 
things that the Senator says the trouble with 
the present primary system in this city lies 
not with the committeemen but with the 
fact that we do not have precincts primaries. 

We are glad to see that Senator Crawford 
is so innocent. It makes one think better of 
human nature when we see a person living 
to his age and knowing so little of the tricks 
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. It is well 


to dispense with clerks, who are often unnec- 
essary, but we must go further and oust the 
committeemen also. Few now deny the im- 
the great par- 
of having them 


of themselves, Were the Leman bill to pass 
that organization which was in a hopeless 
minority would have no need to use it. 
Cheating at primaries is to be looked for only 
where these primaries lead to office. Since 
the primaries of the two great parties limit 
and narrow down the lst of candidates 
to two sets, and since it is impossible 
to elect a man who has not the stamp of one 
or the other primary on him, it is essential 
that those preliminary elections should be 
honestly conducted, so that each element of a 


| party may have a fair chance at the first 


election, as the two contending parties have 
at the second. It is as necessary to the ex- 
pression of the will of the people that the Re- 
publicans should have a chance to put in 
nomination candidates who represent tne 
majority of the party as it is that they should 
have a chance to elect them if they are in 
the majority. It is to the mterest of each 
party that it should get rid of factional 
fights. Most of these epring, as those of us 
know who do not live in Hyde Park, from 
the feeling that there has been foul play 
at the baliotbox and that the side 
which was actually in the majority was 
counted out. Party men, when fairly 
whipped, give up at once. When they be- 
lieve they have been cheated they would 
sometames sooner wreck the party than not 
have revenge. The man who has control of 
the machinery today may prefer to have 
things remain as they are, but when he is 
ousted and his arts of cheating are turned 
against him he may think better of honesty 
and fair play. 

Therefore Mr. Crawford need not trouble 
himself abom people putting up money for 
unnecessary primaries or worrying the peo- 
ple by bringing a large number of candidates 
before them. Against these things the peo- 
ple can protect themselves, but they cannot 
protect themselves against judges and clerks 
who throw away their ballots or count them 
for the man for whom they were not cast. 
“The committeeman must go.” 


Microbes Cause Croup. 

Says a Paris letter: Since its inauguration 
the Pasteur institution has not been idle. The 
profane call ita mad dog bospital. Such is not 
its character, It prepares preventive vaccines 
against hydrophobia and cattle plagues; persons 
bitten by mad dogs come to be inoculated at the 
But the latter’s most important 
work consists in the study of fevers, consump- 
tion, choiera, ete., to utilize their microbes as 
discovered, as in the case of hydrophobia. The 
institution is fitted up with all the scientific ap- 
paratus for the prosecution of such vast saving 
life studies, and two of its professors have just dis- 
covered the microbe which produces the terrible 
disease of diphtheria or croup. Not only have 
they discovered the special microbe, but 
the active poisonous agent in the microbe. 
The professors took the croup virus from a child, 
and by inoculating produced diphtheria in pig- 
eons, guinea pigs, rabbits,etc. They are now oc- 
cupied preparing 8 vaccine with the recognized 
microbe or bacillus that will be effectual against 
croup, as is the raccine of rabbits against hydro- 
phobia. The professors add thatitis only when 
the throat is weak, say from scarlatina, cold, 
etc., that the diphtheria microbe fastens on, and, 
finding a genial home, commences its deadly 
work. A microbeof this class was found in the 
mouth of a healthy child, whose sound throat 
kept the enemy at bay; but when a hen was in- 
oculated with the “ find diphtheria set in. The 
professor recommended throat washings with 
diluted carbolic acid as the best antiseptic in 
case of croup, ete. Upwards of e per cent of 
the infant mortality of Paris is due to croup.

Atchisou the Feature of the Market— 
Bears Apparently Discouraged. 

New York, Feb. 26.—[Special.}—The bears 
renewed their attack on stocks today, but in 
a half-nearted sort of way. They were ap- 
parently discouraged by the continued stub- 
bornness of the list, for they confined their 
efforts to a fewstocks. Atchison was the 
feature. Transactions in it represent nearly 
one-sixth of the day’s total. It fell 1, 
but recovered a fraction. Second in point of 

activity were the Chicago Gas Trust cer- 
tificates, which are up more than a full 
point, but more interest centered in Reading 
and St. Paul. In the early trade Van Em- 
burgh sold 3,500 shares of ding without 
making any impression. It was readily ab- 
sorbed. St. Paul was hammered by Green & 
Bateman, and several bear stories were Set 
afioat to supplement the now threadbare 
rumor that the dividend onthe preferred 
stock will be passed. was said that Mr. 
Armour had sold all his stock; but an inti- 
mate friend asserted that Mr. Armour on the 
contrary holds more than he ever did before. 
Again there was a wild yarn that St. Paul 
stock was being refused as -olioteral by 
money leaders. The only foundawon for 
this was the fact that a certain bank had 
called for additional collateral for a loan 
made on St. Faul when it was seil- 
ing at considerabiy higher prices. On the 
other hand borrowers of the stock had to 
pay a small premium for use— fair indica- 
tion of the expense of a large short interest. 
Moreover, both Reading and St. Paul closed 
at the top prices and showed a nei advance 
Sand & respectively. The Oregons were 
again conspicuons.

The Suit of Kuhl Against Sheriff Rugee— 

M wax, Wis., Feb. 26.—[{Special.]— 
The celebrated case of Jacob Kuhl against ex- 
Sheriff John Rugee and his deputy, James 
Greeding, for false imprisonment, will 
be tried before Judge Gresham in the Fed- 
eral Court, commencing tomorrow or Thurs- 
day. Over a year ago a jury gave Kuhl $5,000 

against the Sheriff and his deputy 
for false imprisonment. The interesting 
feature of this case was the remarkable re- 
sembiance established between Kuhl and 
the notorious outlaw, Lon Williams, who 
escaped from the authorities in Northern 
Wisconsin. . 

Kuhl made his appearance in Milwaukee in 
the summer of 1881, and, as was proved, 
came from the vicinity from which Williams 
bad escaped a short time before. Kuhl's ap- 
arenes indicated that he bad been tramp- 

ng and hiding. Deputy Sheriff Greeding, 

who had a carefull 1 description of 
Williams, espied Kuhl one day on the strest 
that he was the notorious out- 
law and murderer. Various marks tallied 
even to a front tooth with a corner knocked 
off, which had once been built up with gold. 
The Joliet prison officials wrote that Williams 
had two scars on one hand, one across the 
back of the hand and one on the thumb. 
‘Both these were found on the man held here. 
They also wrote that Williams had two bul- 
let marks on his back. Two marks, appar- 
ently made from bullets, were found on the 
back of the “victim of circumstances.”’

LIVE STOCK COMMISSIONERS REPORT. 


What It Has to Say About Contagious 
Pleuro-Paeumonia in This State. 

Sprinerietp, III., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
The annual report of the Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners for the year ending Oct. 31, 
1888, has just been issued. In speaking of 
contagious pleuro-pneumonia the report 
says: 

The 2th of April, 1887, when the Government 
assumed the payment for cattle slaughtered, 
there yet remained in the infected district, ac- 
cording to the report of our State Veterinarian, 
about 1,300 head of cattle diseased or 
thet had been sufficiently exposed to the 
disease to warrant their siaughter. Of 
these our board ordered out 480 head for slaugh 
ter before the ist of May, and would have 
ordered the balance slaughtered in May had not 
the Commissioner of Agricukure adopted a dif- 
ferent method in dealing with this National pest, 
and one directly opposite to that stated in. his 
annual report for 1687, and allowed the disease 
to slumber for eleven months, regardiess of the 
loss of millions of dollars to the cattle industry 
ofthe country because of the quarantine re- 
strictiofs against Illinois. By this policy of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture the time employed 
in slaughtering these animals was over eleven 
months, instead of forty days. During this en- 
tire time the employment of a large number 
of inspectors, clerks, deputy sheriffs, 
etc., was continued, 80 on the com- 
pletion of the work, for every $1. the Commis- 
sioner had spentin paying for slaughtered ani- 
mals, $3.30 head been spent on salaries and ex- 
penses. We conceived then, and have bad no 
occasion to change our minds since, that this 
laggard policy was adopted — | for the pur- 

e of impressing the country at large with the 
dea that a herculean task was still before the 
Commissioner of Agriculture when he assumed 
the payment for slaughtered animals. The 
slaughter of all the animals in forty days and 
the lifting of the quarantine immediately there- 
after would not have done so, so we think, after 
this lapse of time, that the Commissioner had no 
desire for the speedy extirpation of the disease. 

Texas or splenic fever did not make its ap- 
pearance in this State till the latter part of July, 
orat least no outbreak was reported to our 
board. All outbreaks among cattle reported to 
board have been inves ted. In the total of the 
seventeen outbreaks of disease among cattle 
which, upon inspection, proved to be Texas 
fever there were 200 deaths from the disease, 
and few Northern native cattle that were affect- 
ed recovered. Only twoof these seventeen out- 
breaks, however, were due to Southern cattle 
imported for purposes of grazing or fattening, 
and two to cattle shipped in for slaughter that 
were driven over public highways or held for 
some days in pasture. This result leads us to be- 
lieve that the regulations adopted and enforced 
by our board regulating the importation of Texas 
cattle have been successful toa remarkable de- 
gree during the last season, far in excess of any 
previous year.

Probable Decision of Judges Gresham and 
Jackson—The Gentlemen“ Anxious to 
Secure A. F. Walker as Permanent 
Chairman of Com mittee—A General 
Demotalization of East-Bound Freight 

. Rates May Come Soon—A Theatrical 
Company’s Fares. 


The opinion prevails that Judges Gresham and 
Jackson, at the hearing of the mister’s report in 
the Wabash*foreclosure case March 21 next, will 
decree the sale of the property, and that the Pur- 
chasing Committee will assume onarge of the 
road next July. The roads east of the Mississippi 
River will again be consoltiated with the lines 
west of the river and placed under one manage- 
men. The new consolidated company is to ex- 
ecute a first-class mortgage amounting to 684, 
000,000, payable in fifty years from Nov. 1, 1887. 

Of this issue of first mortgage bonds $11,741,000 
are to be reissued to provide for thie retirement 
or exchange of the existing mortgage bonds on 
the Wabash Western Railway. Of the remain- 
der $1,000,000 may be used for the acquisition of 
tne Detroit terminal grounds and $808,000 may be 
sold, if necessary, to repay the money advaneed 
by the trust company on first mortgage coupons, 
If not thus used the entire amount of $1,808,000 
may be used only for the acquisition of other 
property or of railway lines at not over $20,000 
per mile; butin either case such property or 
lines are to be covered by the first mortgage. 
The overdue coupons of the second mortgages, 
the consolidated mortgage, and the mortgage 78 
of 1879 are to be paid in bonds of this issue. 

The new company is also to execute a second 
mortgage on all its lines and property east of the 
Mississippi River to the amount of $14,000,000. 
Into this the second mortgages abd funded debt 
of same, the consolidated mortgage and its fund- 
ed debt, and the mortgage 7s of 1879 are to be 
convertible. Bonds amounting to $38,000,000 of 
this issue are appropriated for the retirement of 
the New York & Pacific Car Trust certificates, 
and if accepted by the Car Trust Company the 
entire rolling stock owned by that company and 
costing originally about $5,000,000 will be cov- 
ered by the second mortgage as a first lien. The 
over-due coupons of the second mortgages and 
funded debt of same, with interest to Nov. 1, 1887 
and the overdue coupons of the consolidated 
mort and its funded debt, as well as the 
overdue coupons of the mortg 7s of 1879, are 
to be paid in first mortgage bonds at par value.

Cutting East-Bound Freight Rates. 

It was expected that the action of the trunk 
lines last week ordering that any of their con- 
nections found to be cutting rates orin any other 
way resorting to methods that resulted in lower 
rates to favored shippers would be charged full 
local rates, as the trunk lines’ proportion éast of 
Buffalo, Pittsburg, etc., would have the effect of 
stopping the clandestine cutting of rates that 
has been indulged in quite freely for the last 
few weeks. It was stated that ali the lines in 
trunk line territory except the Reading were 
parties tothe new mentand that conse- 
quently illegitimate practices could no 
longer be resorted to by any of the 
Western connections of the trunk lines. 
It appears, however, that the trunk lines’ action 
has not remedied the evils heretofore complained 
of and it is charged that through rates on grain 
and provisions are as freely cut now as ever be- 
fore. 


The cutting of rates, itis claimed, is done by 
the so-called weak lines, both east and west of 
the dividing line between the Central Traffic and 
Trunk Line Associations. The Lackawanna 
line, Lehigh Valley line, Ontario Dispatch, and 
Hoosac Tunnel line are charged with cutting 
rates on export provisions three cents per 100 
pounds by the strong lines. 

The Lackawanna line contracted yesterday for 
140 cars of export corn, the rate on which, it is 
claimed, is two cents less to New York than tariff 
and the cut was quoted openly on Change all 
day. The result is that the strong lines get 
scarcely any business, the weak lines securing 
nearly everything. Unless the rate cutting can 
be stapped soon general demoralization of east- 
bound freight business is certain to follow.

Talk of Amending the Liquor Ordinance. 
Liquor-dealers who do both a wholesale and a 
retail business will be 20 a year ahead each 
and the city as much out if the City Council 
amends the liquor ordinance according to the 
recommendations made by the Committee on 
Licenses yesterday. A petition was presented 
from twenty four dealers, who pay a license of 
$250 a year for wholesaling and one of 8500 a 
year for retailing liquors, asking that they be 
relieved from the former tax. They claim it is 
unjust because dealers living in other States sel! 
liquor in Chicago without paying a tax, but the 
committee was disposed to grant the petition on 
the ground that the petitioners were wholesalers 
incidentaily and in a small way, and the extra 
tax was an injustice for that reason. On motion 
of Ald. burn the draft of an ordinance for 
the petitioners was unanimously ap- 


ved, 

The ordinance vides that no rson, firm, 
or corporation shall sell or offer for sale any 
spirituous or vinous liquors in quantities of one 
gallon or more ata time within ine City of Chi- 
cago without first 2 a license 
therefor from the City of 1cago, under a pen- 
alty of not less than nor more than for 
each offense. But no distiller who has taken out 
a license as such and who sells only distilied 
spirits of his own production at the piace of 
manufacture shall be required to pay the license 
herein prescribed on account of such sales, Pro- 
“vided that any person who shall obtain a dram- 
ee license under the ordinances of the city 
shall not be reauired to pay as a wholesale 
liquor-dealer under this ordinance. The ordi- 
mance will be in force from and after its passage.

THE NEW PHARMACY BILL. 


George H, Engiehard Addresses the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 
Sprrinerievp, III., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
George H. Euglehard, editor of the Western 
Druggist, was given an audience before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee this afternoon 
to speak upon the proposed change in the 
Pharmacy law. He represented the retail 
druggists of Chicago, and he believed a large 
majority of the druggists throughout the 
State wanted a law that would secure a rea- 
sonable degree of competency in the putting 
— of scriptions. He presented the draft 
ofa bill which he thought would be gsatis- 
factory to the drugmsts of the State. Its 
main provisions are as follows: 
The Board of Pharmacy shall grant, at a fee 
not exceeding 83, the certificate of registered 
assistant“ to persons of temperate habits, good 
moral character, and not less than 18 years of 
age, who shall have had not less than two years’ 
experience in pharmacy and who shail present 
satisfactory evidence to the said board of being 
competent to dispense physicians’ prescriptions. |

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 26, — [Special.]— 
There was considerable opposition before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee this afternoon 
to thé bill of Senator Secrest to enable a 
county to appropriate money for the removal 
of dams and obs‘ructions in rivers, and to go 
into oer counties and by condemnation 
proceedings do away with a dam that causes 
damage by overflow. The immediate object 
of the proposed law is to secure the removal 
of a dam just outside of Iroquois County, 
which, by reason of overflow, causes great 
damage to seven townships in that county. 
It was held that the bill would be unconstitu- 
tional ia that condemnation proceedings 
could be only for public benefit, but, as Sen- 
ator Secrest was willing to take that risk, 
the bill by a slight majority was sent out 
with a favorable report. Senator Karraker, 
from a sub-committee, reported back his bill 
providing that in cases of bastardy the 
mother cannot compromise the case without 
the consent of the County Judge, and it was 
favorably reported, as was also the bill of 
Senator Leeper to prevent in bastardy cases 
the discharge of the defendant under the In- 
solvency act until he has served at least six 


months in the county jail. The bill of Sena- . 


tor Thomas to allow cemetery associations 
to accept gifts and donations for the taking 
care Of lots came back from a sub-committee 
with an amendment requiring a report to be 
made by the trustees or managers to the 
County Judge every two years, and was then 
sent back with the recommendation 
that it pass.
